A FIRM TREND 

From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The general trend of the provision trade in 
this centre during the past week has been 
steady to firm for most commodities, but it 
cannot be said that buyers are displaying any 
very marked activity. Although bacon has 
shown some signs of recovery alter the reccnt 
reduction, there have been few features of 
interest to note, and the market closed on 
the quiet side. At the weekly meeting of the 
Manchester Bacon, Committee it was decided 
to make no official alteration in English or 
continental cures, and spot prices for Irish 
also remain uncharged. The Danish official 
quotation for butter has this week been wired 
six kroner higher, and ‘top’ now stands at 
170 kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
period of last year the figure was 134 kroner, 
and in 1933 158 kroner. A good inquiry was 
reported for continental makes at firmer 
figures, and Irish creameries and Colonials 
also clear steadily at fuil late rates. It is 
stated that production of butter in European 
countries attained its peak rather later than 
last year, but a downward tendency is now in 
evidence in many districts. Total exports 
from Denmark in June were 9 per cent. 
smaller than a year earlier, while shipments 
to the United Kingdom were reduced by 13 
te cent. The Irish-Free State and the Nether- 
ands alone among European exporting coun- 
tries are shipping larger quantities than a 
year ago. In the case of other countries total 


| exports are generally below last year’s level, 


and there is a material reduction in ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom. The egg 
market closes firm for all descriptions on 
shorter supplies. 

LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day, altnough taken in the aggregate fat 
cattle were a smaller show, Irish were penned 
in larger numbers. Beast butchers’ beasts 
were in steady request at unchanged prices, 
although anything of outstanding quality 
made rather more money, Lambs were plenti- 
ful, and sellers showed some disposition to 
shade prices to effect a clearance. Rather 
larger supplies were available at the Man- 
chester Pig Market, but trade has been slow 
throughout the week, with prices rather 
favouring buyers. At the Manchester Meat 
Market weather conditions have been rather 
against business, but, with smaller pitchings 
of both home-killed and imported, there was 
a rather better finish and prices were steadier. 

Dead poultry in quict consumptive demand 
at about late rates. Fair supplies of salmon 
and grilse are available. Owing to cooler 
weather conditions demand has fallen off 
somewhat, but there has been: little or no 
giving way in prices. Irish salmon quoted up 
to 1s. 7d., grilse 1s. 3d., and trout about 1s. 
per lb. (wholesale).

An unusually severe fall was registered in 
lraziian Government Bonds last week, due 
in part to the disappointing extent of sink- 
ing fund purchases for the Funding Loan of 
i914, but more to rumours that the debt 
vice might be suspended. These rumours 
parently emanated in the opposition press 
a Brazill, but it is difficult to believe that 
there is any foundation for them. Admittedly 
economic conditions in the country are not 
satisfactory, though a falling off of cofiee ex- 
ports should be neutralised by increased ship- 
ments of cotton and fruit, the cultivation of 
which has greatly increased during the last 
vear or two. It would be different if Brazil 
were meeting the full interest of the exterial 
debt, but she isenot, for with the exception 
of the three Funding Loans only part of the 
full amount is being paid under the four-year 
nlan. Investors have sufiered heavy losses in 
onnection with Brazilian Government Bonds, 
and it would be only right if the Finance 
Minister issued a reassuring statement. In 
that case we might see a better market for 
the railway securities, which are heavily 
depreciated. 


FIXED TRUSTS 


The growth of the fixed trust principle of 
investment since it was introduced in this 


| country, a few years ago, is rather remark- 
able, but it is not very surprising, when it 
is remembered that the pionéers of the move- 
ment happened to choose a particularly op- 
portune time, Their appearance almost coin- 
cided with the beginning of a great revival 
in English history, a revival that has been 
reflected in increased. profits and increased 
dividends of commercial undertakings. The 
first fixed trusts were thus able to acquire 
their holdings at prices very much below 
those now ruling, and the sub-units of the 
First British Fixed Trust have appreciated 
very considerably. The system appeals to 
the small investor, for, with a very small 
outlay, it is possible to acquire an interest 
im a large number of sound industrial com- 
panies, Moreover, since | the movement 
started one or two criticisms have been met. 
The newer fixed trusts, for example, are more 
flexible than the pioneers, with greater power 


taken: to ensure continuity of management, 
the importance of which has been emphasised 
by the experience of the investment trusts. 


GREATER FLEXIBILITY 


Further, portfolios are. np longer rigidly 
restricted to Industrial Ordinary shares. One 
of the newer introductions specialises in Pre- 
ference shares, while another is interested in 
insurance. issues, and .jn the latter case a 
certain. amount of British Government securi- 
ties is added to the portfoliq in order to pro- 
vide against any call that may, be made on 
partly-paid shares. The purchaser of the 
units, therefore, assumés no} liability in this 
respect. © Broadly speaking, fixed trusts can 
be recommended, but the [prospective pur- 
chaser should consider one or two points. 
Where the schedule of investment is mainly 
represented by Industrial Ordinary shares, 
the interest is acquired at fa level of prices 
much higher than was current a year or two 
ago. Whether the higher level is fully justi- 
fied, the future will determine, and here the 
question of selection is important. 


MATTERS FOR CONSIDERATION 


Another point is that thpre is as yet no 
market in the Stock Exchange for fixed trust 
sub-units, though, of course, the relative 
shares are freely dealt in. |A less important 
point is that, in effect, the buyer of the 
sub-units acquires his interest at a price 
slightly above the current quotation of the 
shares that constitute the portfolio, but when 
the relative high cost of the broker’s com- 
mission on the purchase of small amounts of 
shares is taken into consideration this does 
not mean much. An investor could obtain 
a similar “ spread ” of investment interest 
by purchasing small quantities of the shares

A correspondent writes:—In your para- 
graph “ “Old ' Americanese’’ you men- 
tion that Anglo-Irish speech is a survival 
of obsolete English forms. This certainly 


holds true in West Cork, in the town of 


Bandon, whose original settlers mostly 
came from Gloucestershire and Somerset- 
shire. ‘‘ Axe’’ takes the place of “ ask,” 
“axe ” being a form of the old Southern 
form of West Saxon “ ascian.’’ ‘‘ Ditch ”’ 
is used for ‘‘ dyke,” and “ dooer ” and 
*“flure’” for ‘door’ and  ‘‘ floor.” 
** Pretty ’’ becomes ‘‘ purty.”’ The poet, 
Edmund: Spenser, lived for a time in 
Bandon, and in his writings we find words 
end phrases used by the English colonists 
of his ‘day, such as “cruds'” and 
‘“‘ernddled ” for “ curds’ and “ curdled,”’ 
* afeared’’ for ‘‘afraid.’’. The expression 
“out of hand ” means “at once,” and 
*‘ heft’? is used for “ heaved,’’ which is 
‘akin. to heavy. If one feels ‘‘ livery ”’ 
in West Cork one says “I have a heft.” 
A woman's cap is called a ‘‘ caul,’’ and 
old people will doubtless remember a street 
ballad beginning ‘‘ Starch and blue for 
my high caul cap.”’ i 


Enclosures in Phenix Park 


Since power was taken a few years ago 
to close the Phoenix Park against the 
public, and make charges for admittance 
on special occasions, it would .seem that 
the traditional rights of the public in that 
great expanse of pleasant greensward have 
been gradually encroached “upon by 
interests of various kinds. With all Ire- 
land available, there is not much justifica- 
tion for taking away the public rights in 
the Phoenix Park, even for a day.. Now 
someone, or some organisation, has taken 
the liberty of fencing-in a portion of the 
Park, adding barbed wire to the top of 
the fence, and locking the whole with a 
padlocked gate. By what authority has 
this been done, and by whom? In the old 
days, when a plot was reserved for the 
regular use of any sports organisation, 
there was no attempt to keep the general 
public out, and little or no damage was 
ever done to playing pitches. This new 
departure should be explained, as it seems 
to be illegal. 


A Gadfly in Suburbia 


The other day, on a window pane of my 
house, I found a large fly of a kind I had 
never seen before. It was something like a 
wasp with stripes across the body, but 
these were of a dull yellow. Also the 
whole insect was much bigger and broader 
than a wasp. I was told later that it must 
have been a gadfly; but what brought it 
to a suburban road, away from fields with 
animals, unless it was following a few 
cows which were driven past a little while 
before? The gadfly, I believe, is usually 
known as the warble fly, and, after seeing 
one, I was interested to try to learn how it 
came by the name. Do its wings make a 
*‘ warbling ” noise while it is in flight? 
My two dictionaries gave me no informa- 
tion. Chambers’s simply stated: ‘‘ A fly 
which pierces the skin of cattle in order to 
deposit its eggs.” The other was more 
explicit: “‘ The name of a family of flies 
with only one pair of wings (diptera), 
possessing great power of flight.. The 
females are very voracious, being able to 
bite through the skin and suck the blood 
of animals. The males are harmless. Gad- 
flies are of many species and distributed 
over the world.” 

The artless remark about the male 
amused me very much, but, as I have child- 
hood memories of seeing cattle (tormented, 
presumably, by the female) tearing madly 
round a field, if I ever find another gadfly 
in my house she—or he—will be promptly 


killed. 
Great Scot 


It seems that my note on the derivation 


of ‘‘Great Scot’’ and $' Scot-free’”? has

verb “ Scotch ’’—to spdil, or beat in a 
bargain.

** Scot-free’’’ is from another root—the 
Anglo-Saxon Sceat, a tax. Its real mean- 
ing is contrary to the popular acceptance 
that one might go free from hurt or 
hindrance. Originally it was used as a 
legal term. A man was Scot-íree, or shot- 
free (hence ‘‘ paying one's shot’’) to 
exercise state or parochial privileges when 
he had paid his taxes and local assess- 
ments. In England, before the Reform 
Act of 1832, the “ Scot) and Lot ’’ voters 
were those admitted the franchise on 
proof that they had paid the rates and 
taxes “ allotted’’ to them. .

In 1914 Essex was 
separated for ecclesiastical purposes from 
St. Albans, and constituted the Diocese of 
Chelmsford: At that time Provost Mor- 
row was appointed an Hon, Canon of the 
cathedral. Since May, 1929, he has been 
Rector of Chelmsford., Provost Morrow 
was formerly a playing member of -the 
Clontarf Rugby F.C), and is still a 
member of the club. An elder brother of 
the Provost is Mr. F. St. John Morrow, 
the Stipendiary Magistrate at West Ham 
Police Court. 


F raughans 


Eating a delightful plate of fresh 
fraughans the other day, it occurred to 
me that here was an undeveloped source 
of revenue for the country people.. In 
America, where its kintlred fruit, the blue- 
berry, flourishes exceedingly, enterprise 
has taken it in hand, and now there are 
regular blueberry farms, where immense 
quantities of the fruit are grown for the 
markets in the cities. Not only has the 
fruit been cultivated|/as a regular crop, 
but steps are being taken to improve the 
size and quality of the fruit, so that now 
blueberries as large as big grapes may be 
obtained. Many of the States possess 
large tracts of land devoted exclusively to 
blueberry culture, and the prices obtained 
for the earlier crops are decidedly en- 
couraging. The crop is gathered by means 
the bushes, which 
under cultivation grow up to four or five 
feet in height, lend themselves readily to 
this manner of collecting the fruit. Now, 
let some enterprising| person take a large 
tract of mountain, clear the ground care- 
fully, and plant it with well chosen 
whortleberry bushes. I'll warrant that in 
a few years he will reap a satisfactory 
reward for his time and trouble. The 
bushes might also taken in hand by 
the experimental farm at Glasnevin, and 
steps taken to improve the fruit and 
shrub, as well as introduce new varieties.

of the year the bursting of various 
varieties of seed pods, and this is partiau- 
larly noticeable on a very hot day follow- 
ng a moist night. The seed pod of the 
balsam explodes at a touch when ripe, so 
also do the tiny seed vessels of the 
common wild cress, or tongue grass, as it 
is called in the North. The latter scatters 
its minute yellow seeds in all directions, 
and is for this reason very unpopular with 
gardeners, who declare that it takes seven 
years to eradicate it.| But the bursting of 
a gorse pod produces a much clearer and 
sharper sound, the quick crackling of 
which might be easily mistaken for an 
invisible fire.

PREVENTION OF CRUELTY 
TO ANIMALS

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NE does not at this period of the year 
think much about lights and lighting 
problems. Unless one happens to be a 
British Ministry of Transport official. 
Road vehicle lighting regulations were 
issued in draft form by that Ministry a 
few days ago. 

For the motorist who confines his 
driving to the Irish Free State the issuin 
of these regulations is a matter of but 
academic interest. However, as I have 
pointed out before in my notes, there is a 
tendency for the Governments of Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland, and the Irish 
Free State to correlate their motoring 
legislation, and what is law in Britain to- 
day may be law in the Free State to- 
morrow—just as good points from Free 
State traffic legislation may be copied 
elsewhere. 

Some months ago I wrote on the subject 
of car lighting in the Irish Free State and 
received considerable correspondence, sup- 
porting or disagreeing wholeheartedly with 
what I had said, but indicating that there 
were many people in the country who also 
were concerned about the matter

| ar British Ministry, when it was dea)- 
ing with lighting, might have gone a 
lot farther than it does in these draft 
regulations. Actually it deals with only 
three important aspects of the subject. 

Dazzle is one of these. The regulations 
provide that from April 19, 1936, the beam 
from any electric lamp exceeding six watts 
im power fitted to a motor vehicle shall 
either be permanently deflected or capable 
of deflection to such an extent that it 
Is Incapable of dazzling any person stand- 
ing on the same horizontal plane as the 
vehicle at a greater distance than 25ft. 
from the lamp and whose eye-level is not 
less than 3{ft. 6in. above that ‘plane. 

The motorist is given the option of 
dipping his more powerful lamps, or 
dipping or dimming at the same time; of 
using permanently deflected head ianips, 
or of using bulbs not exceeding six watts 
in lamps of frosted glass. 

A point in the draft regulations which 
has caused some criticism in England is 
that when head lights are extinguished a 
lamp other than the obligatory, or side, 
lamps, must be brought into operation. 
This, it is argued, prevents the use of 
dual purpose lamps which can serve either 
as side lights or head lights. 


Stationary Cars 


NE of the new regulations provides 
that electric lamps exceeding six 
watts in power must not be in use when a 
vehicle is stationary on a road. Cars left 
on the sides of roads with blazing head 
lights always have been a source of danger 
and inconvenience to other road users. 

In this case it is suggested that the 
Ministry of Transport might have made 
the regulation more effective by prohibit- 
ing entirely the parking of vehicles at 
night on the “ wrong ” side of the road 
that is to say, with the front of the vehicle 
facing traffic approaching on the side on 
which the vehicle is parked. 

In England, it appears, complaints have 
from time to time Ea made of the height 
at which front or rear lamps on some types 
of vehicle are carried.

Coming Trial Riders 


HY should not cycle clubs have 
reliability trials similar to those 
held by motor cycle clubs, but on courses 
suitable for pedal cycles? There seems to 
be room for the development. of an ex- 
cellent and popular form of sport here. 
In the Isle of Man some years ago there 
was a bicycle trial, and now a Dublin 
Boy Scout group has broken new ground 
by running bicycle brake and acceleration 
tests and a ““scramble.” The group was 
the llth South Dublin (Zion), and 
members of the Dublin and District Motor 
Cycle Club assisted with the conduct of 
the meeting. 
A scouter of the group has sent me 4

An Oige had an eventíul day on Saturday. 
In a year this organisation has increased írom 
900 members to a total oí 1,500. Some time 
ago they came into the possession of an aban- 
doned lighthouse at Wicklow Head. 

On Saturday the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment opened this lighthouse as a hostel, and 
hoisted the flag of An Oige at its masthead. 
Connected with the lighthouse are other 
buildings, containing quarters for women 
members and quarters for men, who also have 
the exclusive use of the lighthouse, 

There were about 400 people at Saturday's 
ceremony, including the American and 
German Ministers, and the Belgian, Swiss 
and Spanish Consuls. 

Mr. Colm O Lochlainn, a trustee of An 
Oige, welcomed the Vice-President of the 
Executive Council in Irish and English. 


WORK OF NATIONAL VALUE 


Mr. O'Kelly, who replied in both lan- 
guages, said that it gave him great pleasure 
to be among the members of An Oige. At 
one time the lighthouse had been a guide to 
seafarers, and probably many a person had 
been saved from death by the beams of its 
lantern. Now it. would, in some sense, con- 
tinue its good work, except that the travellers 
its light would befriend would come, not from 
the sea, but from the land. 

Mr. O’Kelly said that he was proud to 
participate in the work of An Oige. Every 
man ought to be proud of his own country, 


its story, and the customs which 
had come down to them from their 
ancestors. He thought such pride was 


increased in everyone who travelled the roads 
of Ireland, and went from one to another 
of the many renowned places in their coun- 
try. By such travelling a great deal could 
be learned, and for that reason he held that 
a great work was being done for the nation, 
and for education, by An Oige. 

He suggested that the members should 
invite local clergymen to their hostel, in order 
that they, too, might bear witness to how 
well things were conducted.

| Mr. Weldon, who is Assistant Principal in 
he. Cork Municipal School of Commerce, 
00k exception, not to the employment olf 
university graduates, but to the fact that an 
increasing number of such graduates entered 
the profession of. vocational education 
teachers without any contact with life in the 
industrial and commercial world. He believed 
that these graduates would be infinitely better 
equipped for wóTk “im vocational schools if 
they had spent some period of practical con- 
tact with the work-a-day world before they 
came to teach classes. He suggested that 
committees should give preference for posi- 
tions to candidates with such practical ex- 
jerience, and that such candidates should 
be allowed to enter the salary scale at a 
point above the minimum. | 

He sugtested that a selection board be set 
up to select annually a number of prospec- 
tive teachers for the training, and tape 
in the nature of a scholarship be made to the 
teacher in training. He doubted if any forte 
of education had ever caught the public im- 
agination as quickly as vocational education. 
Everywhere they saw outward signs of the 
progress made. There was scarcely a centre, 
even of minor importance, in the country 
where there had not been erected, or where 
there was not rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, a new, vocational school. Every existing 
vocational school was filled to its doors, and 
very early in the session, great. numbers 
students had to be refused admission as the 
‘schools were already more than full.

Their status as such is independent of their 
Irish citizenship, and, if it were to be 
altered, it would be possible to do so only by 
the instrumentality of a British Act of 
Parliament, for it will not seriously be con- 
tended to ?day that the King can sever by the 
power of the prerogative the tie of allegiance 
between himself and a British subject resi- 
dent in the United Kingdom. 

Now, Parliament might) well be willing to 
permit those persons who, being Irish 
citizens before the declaration of a republic, 
desired to adhere to “he vepublic to divest 
themselves formally by declaration of their 
British nationality, leaving it open to treat 
them as aliens and to subject them to the 
restrictions of the Aliens Order. But it is 
inconceivable that Parliament “would de. 
piive of British nationality any persons who 
desired to retain it, and who asserted their 
Joyalty to the Crown. | The most that it 
might conceivably do would be to réquire 
jarsons who, under Irish legislation were 
Irish citizens to disclaim) that citizenship as 
a token of their loyalty, but it is very prob- 
able that it would refuse to take even this 
step. 

A declaration, therefore, of an Irish Re- 
public would at first do nothing to simplify 
the problem, which causes trouble in Scot 
lard, of the presence oí indigent Irish 
citizens, for it would not operate automati- 
cally to make them aliens who might be 
deported to the i'ree State. Later it might 
prove useful, since the influx of Irish could 
be checked as in the case of other aliens, 

But what would be of far more value 
weuld be the determination of the British 
Government and Parliament at the present 
day to assert the right, which was operative 
before the grant of Dominion status to the 
Free State, to remove from the United 
Kingdom Irish immigrants who become a 
charge on the public under conditions which 
render it unfair that the burden of their 
maintenance should fall on British central or 
local funds.

Ugly Symptoms 


A few days ago Protestants in Dunman- 
way and Ballina were threatened, and 
since then threats have been converted 
into action in several centres. At Clones the 
Masonic Hall was set on fire and burned 
to the ground, windows were broken in 
Coleraine, and in Limerick a mob of two 
or three hundred people attacked the 
shops of Protestants, the Diocesan Hall, 
the houses of the clergy, and even a 
church. These actions .are at once 
cowardly and meaningless. Evidently they 
have been meant as ‘‘ reprisals ” for the 
riots in Northern Ireland, and, if so, they 
are completely without justification. 
Whoever is to blame for the orgy of shoot- 
ing and stone-throwing in Belfast—and 
neither side can be absolved, although 
the majority deserves the greater censure— 
it is obvious that the Protestants of the 
South have had nothing whatever to do 
with it. They have given no sympathy to 
the state of mind which made those riots 
possible. It is safe to say that the news 
of sectarian warfare in Belfast 
received with horror in the South by the 
members of every religious faith. The 
Protestants joined in condemnation of it, 
not through any fear that an approval 
would lead to trouble for themselves, but 
because they felt sincerely that such 
bloodshed in the name of religion was 
detestable. The South is too 
with political disturbance, but not, during 
the last hundred years, with bigotry. The 
Protestant minority has lived—up to the 


was 


familiar 


present, at any rate—in peace and 
friendliness with its neighbours, and, 


although many Protestants suffered during 
the “ troubles,”’ it was not for their faith, 
but for their political views. ' Since the 
Free State was established, indeed, this 
minority—so small and so scattered that 
it would have been at the mercy of any- 
body that had been evilly disposed towards 
it—has acknowledged freely the tolerance 
which has been shown. The events of the 
last few days, therefore, are almost in- 
comprehensible. So far as the South of 
Ireland is concerned, there has been no 
question of sectarian oppression on one 
side ‘or the other, and any Roman 
Catholic who stops to think twice will 
know that to attack southern Protestants 
because there are riots in Belfast is not 
only disgraceful, but absurd. We are 
glad to note that the events at Limerick 
and Clones were condemned in very strong 
terms at the Masses yesterday. We know, 
indeed, that the great majority of Roman 
Catholics condemn them also; for the out- 
rages obviously are the work of a small 
section of ignorant and irresponsible men, 
who have come to the conclusion that 
somebody must be made to suffer for the 
Belfast disturbances, and do not care 
whether their attack is justified or not. 
Meanwhile we hope, and believe, that 
Protestants in the Free State will have 
no further «cause for alarm. They have 
given no offence to their neighbours, and 
we think that public opinion, once it is 
roused, will be strong enough to ensure 
that they receive none. , 


French Finances 


M. Laval has confronted—and, let us 
hope, has surmounted—the obstacles that 
proved too formidable for so many of his 
recent predecessors. Government after 
Government has tried to restore France's 
public finances to some sort of order, end 
Government after Government has failed 
in the attempt. Some administrations 
have been brought to earth by the 
Chamber’s stubborn refusal to permit 
anything in the nature of economy ; others 
have been compelled to resign throuzh 
fear of a popular outbreak. M. Laval 
accepted office only on the condition that 
he would have liberty to work by decree, 
independently of the Chamber of Deputies, 
for the balancing of the Budget, and has 
no fear, therefoze, of parliamentary 
opposition. If he must fear anything, it 
is that the resentment of the people, or 
of those sections of the people whose 
pockets will suffer, will take the form of 
riot and civil commotion. Last Friday 
evening, indeed, a demonstration, which 
culminated in street-fighting, occurred in 
the Place de l’Opéra. The Government

It is said that such 
scenes have not been witnessed in Paris 
sinee the Stavisky riots of seventeen 
months ago.

He has decreed that the cost of 

gas, electricity and coal is to be reduced 

by 5 per cent. and that of housing accom- 

modation by 10 per cent.; but whether 

the people will be appeased by these con- 

cessions remains to be seen. If they fail 

in their purpose, M. Laval’s unpopularity 

will be very great. ‘‘They have hit all 

Frenchmen,” he said of his new measures 

in a broadcast last week; and, unless the 

nation’s good sense prevails, it is hard to 

see how he will escape the fate which has 

overtaken so many Prime Ministers within 

the last two years. 

The whole prospect for France is un- 
pleasant. Yet she must be prepared to 
make sacrifices if her financial fabric is to 
remain stable. She has been. living 
monstrously beyond her means for many 
years ; she is determined that, come what 
may, the france will not be driven off gold, 
and retrenchment is the sole alternative. 
It has been made abundantly clear within 
the past year or two that the franc, in the 
popular phrase, is only hanging on by the 
skin of its teeth. Whether France really 
stands to gain by her retention of the gold 
standard 1s a matter of question; but the 
fact is that her people, remembering the 
inflation of 1925 and its appalling conse- 
quences, regard a gold franc almost in the 
light of a divinity, and will endure nearly 
anything rather than abandon it. For such 
persistence, however, France must be pre- 
pared to pay the price. Unhappily, the 
strong Socialist element, and the weaker, 
but by no means negligible, Communist 
Party, are resentful of any decrease of 
salaries and pensions ; and, now that their

Doctors’ Bills 


The vexed question of doctors’ bills was 
discussed again on Saturday at the annual 
representative meeting in London of the 
British Medical Association. Dr. F. Gray, 
of Wandsworth, declared that persons with 
incomes just over the standard of five 
pounds a week were feeling the financial 
strain very heavily at present. Persons of 
this type would like to pay for their 
medical treatment ; but they simply could 
not afford doctors’ fees, and they were 
tonding more and more frequently to seek 
treatment at the out-patient departments 
of large hospitals. Dr. Gray was sup- 
porting a proposal for the institution of a 
scheme whereby in areas where circum- 
stances demanded it, local practitioners as 
a body should be permitted by the British 
Medical Association to establish a medical 
service on an insurance basis for patients 
with incomes above the National Insurance 
level. Strong opposition was expressed to 
this proposal. One doctor asserted that, 
if it should be adopted, it would be 
possible eventually for all classes of 
patients to insure against ill-health, in 
which event private practices would dis- 
appear, and practitioners would become 
officials and contract workers. There is 
something to be said for both sides in this 
controversy. As one doctor pointed out, 
many of his friends are inclined to resent 
his dependence for his living entirely. on 
their illnesses ; and there is no doubt that 
some form of insurance for the middle 
classes would place the relations between 
doctors and the public on a more satis- 
factory footing. On the other hand, any 
such scheme would penalise the good 
doctor, whose superior skill surely ought 
to entitle him to a larger income than the 
mediocre practitioner. Medical men are 
human, after all, and expect some pro- 
portionate reward for their labours. In 
these islands they certainly devote a very 
large proportion of their time to work for 
which they receive no payment of anv 
kind, and it is only just that they should 
be enabled in their spare time, as it were, 
te earp decent incomes. Some day, 
perhaps, our civilisation will reach that 
stage of perfection at which, as in China 
of old, patients paid their doctors so long 
as they were well, and ceased to pay them

Again on last Saturday morning : 
friends were standing on . Dun 
pier as the boat returned, or a 
air was chilly, the sky a 
pearl grey. No sea gulls hovered about the 
ship; but, instead three aeroplanes, like 
great ominous birds, swooped down above 
the masts. They dipped, in their manner 
of salute, and the few friends brougnt 
ashore the remains of A.E. And followed 
by his brother poets, the hearse, fresh with 
English flowers, was quietly on its way into 
Dublin, ; 


PLUNKETT HOUSE, 


Within an hour the cortége arrived at 
Plunkett House. In the hall of that building 
the coffin, hidden in an abundance of Irisn 
flowers, rested for a littie while, What other 
temporary resting place was more suitable for 
A.K. in Dublin? He had helped to buy that 
building; in it his life’s work was largely 
created, and to it, for over forty years, his 
admirers and inquirers had sought him out 
from all quarters of the world. A.E.’s office, 
a small room at the top of that HG 
seemed Jike an opening in faery woods, e 
had painted each wall, from roof to floor, and 
there you looked on trees and, beyond them, 
on beings rarely seen on jJand or sea, but 
always seen in the woods of vision and the 
air of dream. And there, in that painted 
wood, A.E. had sat. His shaggy head—with 
its bright and heavily-cleft brow, its blue 
eyes ,bespectacled above a strong nose and 
rugged beard—looked at you from behind a 
barricade of papers and books. And, from 
the first sound of his voice, with its wooing 
gentleness, the visitor was made at home. 
Were you interested in economics, in the 
mystics, in new brands of politics? 
May be you preferred opinions on poetry, 
on . better agricultural methods or on 
paintings? The range of your inquiries 
was never met with a stare, It was always 
enlightened by the illumination of A.E.'s 
mind. And for the first time in your life 
you felt that you had truly met with a 
wonderful man. You were only one of many 
minds who questioned A.E. and left his 
presence in peace. You differed from him, 
but you were drawn towards him. Indeed, 
his unmeuse humanism attracted opposites. 


HIS FRIENDSHIPS | 


Some indication on the extent of his friend- 
ships and on the diversity of his interests 
was seen on Saturday. It was shown by his 
mourners. At his _coffinside were bankers, 
journalists, labour men, leaders of State, poets 
and artists of international distinction, un 
known workers, university professors—mostly 
representatives of social and political oppost- 
tion—all in sympathy by the side of A.E.'s 
bier. 

These mourners extended the funeral 
cortége for over a mile long on its journey 
from Plunkett House towards Mount Jerome 
Cemetery. The funeral passed from Merrion 
Square into Kathmines.

much of their verse-craft from George 


Russell's talk and from his kindly criticism 
in Rathgar. An excellent line in a poem 
received his benediction;. it. was enough. to 
create hope in the advent of a coming master. 
And too frequently that liberal spirit of his 
praise, that unaffected comradeship of his, 
was underestimated by underlinings. Destruc- 
tive criticism, he often said. was so easy to 
offer; the test of the good critie was the 
competence to praise. But, then, he was a 
true liberal lost in this most conservative 
land; a fine spirit who sought only what was 
fine in his comrades; a great man whose 
greatness was a great goodness. 

His closest friends were those young poets, 
even since 1905, when he edited * New 
Songs,” and who of the younger poets has 
not revelled in his comradeship? He had 
intuitions of the genius in a newcomer; with- 
out exception, every Irish writer who has 
made a name in our time received his earliest 
blessings from A.E. At his hearthstone in 
Rathgar avenue enthusiasms glowed; his 
only intoxication was that of soul, and he 
delighted youthful friends with his own 
youthful happiness and an innocence of 
things worldly. 

The men who know most of A.E. are the 
Irish poets. Friendship among poets is diffi 
cult—they are vst é critical—but thei 
friendship to the unenvying A.E. is a loyalty 
beyond question—and simply because he 
evoked it by his own magnanimous loyalty, 
his own nobility towards enemies. Have we 
not seen. his blue eyes blaze into greyness 
with some passionate rebuke of treachery; 
while his gentle sarcasm, his smiling drollery, 
was enough to scatter hyprerisy? Yet he 
was not dogmatically a Christian; his virtues 
arose, not from the preserves of one religion, 
but from the fruits of all; and who can nam 
his vices according to any moral law? 


THE HERO 


A.E. possessed a dove-like gentleness—but 
he lacked the serpent’s subtlety. Had he 
fulfilled completely that direction of Christ’s 
he may have been even a greater poet. But 
his poetry is unworldly—a little subtlety may 
have given it the infinite variety of colour 
and craftiness.

Riotous scenes took place in Limerick 
late last night and in the early hours of 
this morning, as a result of which a 
number of windows in premises belonging 
to Protestants were smashed. 

The orgy of destruction started some 
time after eleven, and was continued up 
to 2.30 o'clock, when the mob was 
eventually driven from the streets. 


START OF TROUBLE 


The first window smashed was in a shop 
in Upper William street, but it. was pre- 
sumed that this was due to an accident, 
as there was no evidence then of any 
organised hooliganism. Shortly after 
eleven o'clock, however, a crowd, number- 
ing between two and three hundred 
wouths appeared in the streets. The 
smashing of glass attracted the atten- 
tion of the Guards, and a _ strong 
force, under Chief Superintendent 
Murphy, pursued the rioters, who smashed 
windows as they ran. 

By 12.30 o’clock the outbreak of violence 
assumed serious proportions, and as a 
precautionary measure a company of 
military, carrying rifles with fixed 
bayonets, were placed on duty, and as they 
drew a cordon across O'Connell street the 
Guards, by a baton charge, succeeded in 
scattering the rioters; who broke up and 
fled. 

Five young men were detained during 
the night. 


CHURCH WINDOWS 
BROKEN 

The windows of Trinity Church, a Pro- 
testant place of worship, were smashed, as 
were the windows of Archdeacon Waller 
and Canon Abbott. The Protestant Young 
Men’s Hall, the Protestant Diocesan Hall, 
the Gospel Hall and the Masonic Club 
were also attacked.

DENOUNCED IN THE 
CHURCHES 


The rioting was referred to at various 
Masses this morning and was strongly 
condemned. 

The Rev. Father Fitzpatrick, preaching 
in St. Joseph's Church, said that the 
clergy had learned of the attacks on Pro- 
testant houses with a deep sense of shame 
and sorrow. Those responsible were guilty 
of a great sin against justice and charity, 
and to think that the outrages had been 
perpetrated in the name of Catholicity was 
shocking, disgusting and sickening. 

The clergy, he said, appealed to the 
citizens to express their abhorrence of 
what had taken place, and to make sure 
that snch.a thing could not occur again. 


THE BELFAST ORGY 


The attacks on Protestant property 
were, it would seem,,as a reprisa for 
what was taking place in Northern Ire- 
land, for which their Protestants fellow- 
citizens were in no way responsible, and, 
in any case, those who fomented the 
Limerick outbreak had not suffered as a 
consequence of the Belfast orgy. They 
should all express their sympathy with 
their Protestant neighbours. .

A Gospel hall in '98 avenue was partly 
saved, the building at the time being 
undergoing a course of repairs. No 
attempt was made to burn either the 
Protestant Recreation Hall or the Orange 
Hall, both situate in important centres. 

When the Fire Brigade, under Capt. W. 
Whyte, turned out the Masonic Hall was 
beyond saving, and efforts were then 
directed to the Gospel Hall, the main 
building of which was saved, .

OUTRAGES CONDEMNED

The Pringle Memorial Hall was erected 
from a donation by the late Mr. John 
Pringle, one of Clones’s leading merchants, 
and father of Mr. Seton Pringle, the 
Dublin surgeon. 

In an interview, Mr. P. J. Maguire, 
Yhairman of the U.D.C., declared that the 
hurnings were wrong politically, economi- 
cally and every way. The outrages, he 
said, were condemned by all right-thinking 
people, and would add a severe burden on 
the already overtaxed ratepayers.

The decision of the selectors to recall 
Tate for the fourth Test match, which 
commences at Manchester on Saturday 
next, comes as a surprise.

BIG ’PLANE’S 
CRASH 


THIRTEEN PERSONS 
KILLED 
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“PUNCH” ARTIST AMONG 
VICTIMS

GENEVA, Sunday. 


NQUIRIES on the spot to-day showed 
that a violent storm sweeping down the 

Alpine valley was responsible for the 
Dutch air liner disaster which cost the 
lives of thirteen men and women near San 
Bernardino, Switzerland, on Saturday. 

Among the victims were Commander 
Arthur Watts, D.S.0O., the Punch artist, 
and Mr. L. M. Nesbitt, traveller and 
author of a book on Abyssinia. 

The chief engineer of the Swiss Federal) 
Aviation Department reports that both 
engines of the big Douglas monoplane 
were in order and that no technical defect 
was to blame, Apparently the storm beat 
the machine down into the .valley and, 
realising that he could not rise above the 
surrounding heights, the pilot attempted 
to land. 

Eye-witnesses’ stories say that the pilot 
appeared to be heading for a suitable land- 
ing place when, at a height of 300 feet, the 
machine suddenly went into a nose-dive 
and crashed to earth in a little gully 
among some trees. ‘ | 

There was no time for anyone to jump 
out, and all thirteen occupants were 
killed almost instantly. Two women were 
among the dead. 

Besides the two British there were seven 
other passengers and four of a crew. 

The accident occurred exactly at a 
quarter past twelve near the village of 
Piansan Juacomo, in the Mesocco Valley, 
which leads down to Lake Maggiore, near 
Locarno. A violent storm was raging, and 
rain was falling in torrents. The ’plane 
was already in difficulties when it passed 
over the village of Mesocco. It sent out an 
8.0.8. by blasts on a siren at it flew over- 
head, and then the pilot made several 
attempts to land. 


WHEEL IN PILOT’S 
HANDS

HOWLING OF SIREN 
AMSTERDAM, Sunday. 


According to reports received here, the. 
body of the pilot was found in the wreck- 
age with the wheel still gripped between 
his hands. The bodies of the occupants 
were horribly mutilated, with the excep- 
tion of that of the stewardess, who was 
extricated alive, but died within a few 
seconds. ~ 

The pilot appears to have planed down 
with his landing wheels retracted. This 
would explain the howling of the siren 
mentioned by several witnesses. The siren 
always blows when a machine makes for 
earth with its wheels drawn up. 

A Douglas air liner operating last night's 
service to London returned half an hour 
after its departure. The pilot, the trans- 


ocean flyer, Van Dyk, reported that. part | 


of the blind flying apparatus was not 
functioning properly, and he decided not 
to risk the night Channel flight, especially 
as there was bad weather ahead. 

Holiand has been stunned by the Swiss 
disaster, which is the third crash of a 
Royal Dutch air liner in a week. As from 
to-morrow the company’s Amsterdam- 
Milan service will be operated by the 
German Lufthansa concern, 

Despite the alarming run of bad luck in 
which their machines have been involved, 
M. Plesman, manager of the line, declares 
that he has not lost confidence in the 
Douglas machine. Further aeroplanes of 
the same kind, modelled on the famous 
“Flying Hotel,’’ will be put into service 
on the line at a future date.

TEN MOSLEMS. 
KILLED 


RIOTING AT 
LAHORE 


TROOPS ORDERED

in Lahore yesterday and to-day. 
Several persons have been kilied, including 
one soldier, and the troops have had to 
fire upon Moslem mobs. 

The trouble started on Saturday when 
hundreds of Moslems formed up in pro- 
cession and marched towards the origin of 
the previous Lahore trouble—a disused 
Moslem mosque, situated in the grounds 
of a Sikh shrine, which the Sikhs had 
begun to demolish after having obtained 
legal authority to do so. 

A quarter of a mile from the shrine they 
were stopped by several cordons of police. 
The situation grew steadily uglier, and the 
troops had to be called out. Four rounds 
were fired into the surging mass of demon- 
strators. Two persons are believed to have 
been killed and several wounded. 

A further unknown number of Moslems 
were killed to-day when troops of the 2nd 
Battalion the Royal Scots opened fire on 
the mob on three separate occasions. 

More British troops, including cavalry 
and armoured car units, are being drafted 
into the city to support the Royal Scots, 
who have been standing guard in a blazing 
sun throughout the week-end, face to face 
with a huge crowd of Moslems inflamed 
with religious fanaticism. 


RIOTS CONTINUE 


Late this afternoon the riots showed no 
signs of abating. It is calculated that 
during yesterday’s and to-day’s firing ten 
persons were killed, but the actual number 
of casualties may be higher, as the dead 
were immediately removed by the crowd. 

Defying the curfew regulations, hun- 
dreds of Moslems have spent two 
days and nights in the streets. Early 
to-day a large crowd which had re- 
mained throughout the night behind a 
barbed wire entanglement were joined by 
numerous others. In the course of the 
morning the Moslems started stoning the 
military, and, despite a warning, became 
more violent 

At noon the troops fired six rounds. in- 
flicting several casualties. This produced 
no material improvement in the situation, 
the crowd continuing to press against the 
cordon. Further warnings were given, but 
the crowd went on throwing stones. 

At 2.30 p.m. the Royal Scots fired a 
further two rounds, as a result of which 
two persons are believed to have been 
killed. At 3.15 the troops fired a further 
four rounds, inflicting casualties at present 
unknown. 

The Punjab Light Horse has been called 
out, and the Sixth Lancers and a unit of 
the Sixth Armoured Car Company have 
been requisitioned and camped in 
Lawrence Gardens 

Fifty police, including five British, were 
injured by bricks and stones during 
yesterday's disturbances. One cavalry- 
man died of injuries after being thrown 
and trampled by his horse.

remarks:—The Government’s comments 
on Mr. Lloyd George’s plans confirm the 
first impressions made by the publication 
of the plans themselves. No one, least of 
all Mr, Lloyd George, can complain of 
the spirit in which they were examined 
by the Cabinet, or of the tone of the 
comments which are now published. The 
predominant feeling among Ministers— 
and also, no doubt, among the public— 
is one of genuine disappointment that 
suggestions which were heralded as the 
wonder-working fruits of a _ prolonged 
experience should prove, to so large an 
extent, to be merely spectacular. Mr. 
Lloyd George has lately done his best to 
forestall an impartial verdict by making 
it all too clear that his plans, however 
altruistic their original motive, are in- 
tended to serve as the basis for a political 
agitation, nor has the exposure of his 
attempt to enlist the Free Church in a 
political campaign added to the respect 
with which either his plans or his motives 
can be regarded. 

It is to the credit of the Government 
that they have refused to be provoked 
into an exchange of abuse or out of a 
sense of their responsibilities. They have 
examined the plans from a strictly prac- 
tical standpoint in the light of the claim 
made that the plans would assist in the 
attainment of common objects. They have 
been obliged to point out that in almost 
every respect these plans are iill- 
formulated, pretentious, contradictory, 
and far more likely to be calamitous than 
to be constructive. 

The comments on Mr. Lloyd George’s 

lans, though they may seem in form to 

negative, are really far more construc- 
tive than the plang themselves, adds The 
Times. They show that the Government 
are anxiously looking for useful work to 
undertake or to stimulate, that they are 
not blind to the use of credit, on the 
one hand, nor to the stimulus of relief 
from burdens, on the other. The dis- 
appointment, therefore, which has followed 
Mr. Lloyd George’s contribution to the 
common stock of useful ideas is mitigated 
by the knowledge that those with greater 
responsibility have, in practice or in pre- 
paration, alternative methods of advancing 
more slowly, but much more surely, to the 
end which everyone alike desires. The 
Government will, in the last resort, be 
judged according to whether or not they 
are able ‘‘to consolidate and to extend 
the progress’’ which they have been so 
largely instrumental in setting afoot.

FUNERAL PARTY ATTACKED

The funeral was quite orderly from 
Hudson street, in the Falls road area, until 
it reached Berry street, near the centre 
of the city. A rowdy crowd had been 
following it, and attempted to get into 
Berry street, but the police fought them 
back into Royal avenue, and one of the 
crowd fired a revolver. The funeral con- 
tinued its way across the River Lagan to 
the Ballymacarrett district, where the 
same mob which created the row in Berry 
street and Royal avenue attempted to 
break through from Newtownards road to 
the Catholic district about Wolff street 
and Foundry street. 

Shooting broke out afresh, and one man 
was seen to discharge all five chambers of 
a small-calibre revolver, and John O’ Hara 
received a wound in the leg. The fighting 
became fierce, with the police in the '“ no 
man’s land ” between the Nationalist and 
Orange elements of the crowd. A St. John 
Ambulance man, J. C. Collins, of 
Harland street, had to be taken to hospital 
with injuries to his head caused by flying 
stones. 


ARMOURED CARS CALLED 
UP 

Armoured cars, “cage” cars and 
tenders rushed to the spot, but the crowds 
then split up and the fighting was con- 
tinued in the back streets for some time. 
A Catholic youth, named John Irvine, of 
Short Strand, was caught by a crowd near 
his own home and severely kicked and 
beaten before police rescued him and sent 
for the ambulance. 

Bottles and stones were showered on 
everybody indiscrimately from Seaforde 
street, while the fresh reserves of police 
were jeered and abused by the mobs. 
Later a crowd, marching in column of 
fours, paraded up the Newtownards road 
singing “ We are the boys of Shankill ”’ 
and “ Dolly Brae.” At Bridge End a 
youth who constituted himself leader of a 
small crowd, by virtue of waving a Union 
Jack, attempted to lead a raid into Middle- 
path street. His term of leadership ended 
quickly when he was seized by the police, 
bundled into a “ cage’ car, and taken off 
to police headquarters. 


POLICE FORCED TO FIRE 


After the: funeral procession returned 
further trouble broke out in the Carrickhill 
district, where Protestants and Catholics 
have been fenced off from each other 
in several streets by mens of 
barbed wire entanglements. Police and 
soldiers kept the rival factions apart in 
most instances, but in some of the back 
streets persons were beaten and chased by 
hostile crowds. During a fight in the 
Leopold street district, near Shankill road, 
members of the crowd fired a gumber of 
revalver shots. R.U.C. men replied with 
a volley of rifle fire over the heads of the 
mob, and then, with drawn batons, routed 
them from the area. It was shortly after- 
wards, in Northumberland street, that 
John Diamond was found wounded after. 
the constables had dispersed a crowd 
engaged in hand-to-hand fighting. 

Desultory firing and _ stone-throwing 
continued in several districts throughout 
the night, and during fighting in the 
Mountpotiinger district Head-Constable 
Hetherington, of the local barracks, was 
injured by a stone, but was able to resume 
duty after medical treatment. A man 
named Hugh Hayes, of St. Kilda street, 
received a bad kicking at the same time. 


FIRE RAISING

SEVERAL ATTEMPTS 
A number of attempts to set houses on 
fire were made, and two men were, it is 
stated, caught firing houses in Ainsworth 


place and at No. 32 and No. 34 Trafalgar 
street, in the York street curfew district.

Mrs. Hamill told me the story of the raid 
this morning. 

“ My husband and I,” she said, ‘‘ were 
sitting here when a party of young men 
passed the window. The next we heard 
was them trying to break in the door, 
and both of us ran upstairs, where our 
two sons and two daughters were in bed. 
I got up round the corner of the stairs 
just as the door was burst in. The men 
shouted something and fired two shots.” 
She paused to indicate the bullet-pocked 
walls on the stairway.

BOMB EXPLODED IN A

of the house escaped without injury, but 
all the windows were smashed. The explo- 
sion was followed by four or five "a ca 
shots, fired from a gateway across some 
waste ground at the end of Hibernia 
street, and a man named Edward Scarlett, 
of 14 Donard street, received three bullet 
wounds in the stomach. He died in the 
ambulance on the way to hospital, after 
being picked up by William Robinson. 

Scarlett was the son of a Protestant 
father and a Catholic mother, and his 
religion, one of the police officials stated, 
is uncertain. 

It was stated that he was on his way to 
the East End Constitutional Club, an ex- 
Service men’s club, which is, it is stated, 
frequented by Protestants and Catholics 
alike.

BISHOP'S APPEAL TO. 
ORANGE ORDER 


——— 


Dr. J. F. MeNeice, Bishop of Down and 
Connor and Dromore, in a sermon in Bt. 
Ann's Cathedral here this evening, said 
that over a great part of Europe there 
were tnovyements of a reactionary and anti- 
social character. The spirit driving them 
was not only non-Christian, but anti- 
Christian. Human personality was losing 
its sacredness. The most elementary 
rights of man were being denied. If only 
the ‘‘ class’’ or “race ” could have more 
prestige or greater possessions, then, for- 
sooth, the individual might be scrapped. 

To a far greater extent than is com- 
monly realised, he continued, Ireland, 
North and South, has been affected by 
these movements. The real issue to-day 
was between two interpretations of human 
life—one secular and the other spiritual, 


THE ZEALOTS 


What the recent anti-social activities in 
Belfast demonstrated was that the 
Christian ethic was not in possession. 


loyalty to one side, some to another; but 
both sets of zealots were making plain to 
impartial observers that they were 
destitute of the spirit of Christ. He did 
not intend from that place to measure out 
praise to one side or blame to another, 
nor did he wish to say that one side was 
guilty and the other was guiltless. 

He did not wish to ask who first moved 
in an anti-social direction, but the civil 
authorities would, he felt sure, make those 
necessary inquiries: What was not in 
doubt was that lives had been lost. Four 
of the eight persons killed were members 
of the Church of Ireland. Greater 
numbers had suffered grievous wrong, and 
not only men, but women and children, 
had been pitilessly driven from house and 
home, not for any crime proved against 
them by processes of law, but because they 
happened to be Protestants or Roman 
Catholics. That way of regarding social 
relationships was a way back. to bar- | 
barism, 


“ALL IS NOT LOST” 


Christian men of every communion 
should, he thought, reflect on it. Their 
real differences might have their own im- 
portance and seriousness. He had no 
wish to minimise those differences, but 
there was something now at stake which 
was incalculably more serious. If that 
something was lost, then the terms 
““ Protestant,’” “Roman Catholic,” 
** Unionist ” and *‘ Nationalist’’ would be 
but empty names. 

‘But, thank God,’” the Bishop con- 
tinued, “we have good reason for the 
conviction that all is not lost. Happily, 
we can believe that the vast majority of 
the people, Protestants and Roman 
Catholics, earnestly desire to 'live and 
work together for the common good. God 
may be calling us—I think he is—through 
the agonies-of these depressing days to a 
venture of faith. The sense of common 
need should draw us nearer to Him, Who 
is the author of peace and lover of con- 
cord, and thus nearer to one another.” 


PRE-CHRISTIAN MENTALITY 


It was the duty of all who respected 
Christ to serve the community by efforts 
to create an atmosphere in which a pre- 
Christian mentality could not live. He 
had sometimes thought it ought to be 
possible to bring inte a common move- 
ment men and women who belong to 
different Churches and different political 
parties, but who did not differ, and could 
scarcely differ, on what might be described 
as elementary questions in morals. 

Continuing, the Bishop said a man had 
a right to his life and to his own opinions, 
Since men, as men, could not be forced to 
think alike, and since in cities, towns and 
villages they must live side by side, surely 
the true policy and the absolutely defen- 
sible policy morally would be to endeavour 
to make it possible for them to live 
happily and helpfully together, In a 
really civilised community one citizen 
would not arm against the other; the 
weakest would dwell safely without fear of 
molestation. What was at times described 
as a policy of reprisals was not policy at 
all for people who claimed that they were 
the disciples of Christ, A minority, 
whether North.or South, just because it 
was a minority, should be able to - feel 
secure against assault or: insult. How 
proud they would be of Ireland if those 
simple: principles were universally re- 
spected, 


EFFORTS FOR PEACE 


“ We have neither,the right nor the 
wish.” added Dr. McNeice, “ to dictate 
to Christian. men and..women what 
their political party should be. As far 
as our Church is concerned here, , 
members may belong to any party. 
But what we have a right to say 
to those who acknowledge the supremacy 
of Christ is this: ‘ Make sure that your 
loyalty to your party does not mean 
disloyalty to your Lord.’ ”” 

There was now the opportunity of united 
efforts for peace. Peace committees could 
be formed in every district, officered by 
those who ministered in the congregations. 
This, he hoped, would be done, To the 
Orange Society, he said, he made a vety 
special appeal. He had witnessed the 
great procession of the Twelfth of July, 
and felt sure that these men, worthily led, 
could, more than any other men, find an 
Honourable way out of the vicious circle. |

BROADCAST SERVICE 


In a broadcast Service from St. James's 
Church, Belfast, the Rev, J. €, Butler, 
M.A., in an address to young men, said 
that on all sides to-day there were men 
and women who professed to be followers 
of the Saviour, yet betrayed Him by their 
words and actions. What was true of 
individuals was true of the community. 
In the city of Belfast, a city of glorious 
opportunity, the capital of a province 
that had in the past contributed worthily 
to the progress of the world, all was not’ 
well. The city was passing through a 
grave trial, and the cause of the trouble 
lay in the fact that men had turned away 
from God. The Fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man meant nothing to 
them. 

He felt very deeply for all those who 
in the past few days had died as a result 
of the violence in their midst, and he 
asked them all to pray that the Father 
of All might comfort those who mourned 
the loss of dear ones. But they could not 
stop there. Let them pray that God would 
lead all the people of their land, more 
especially those who called Him Lord, 
to bear this cross of shame, suffering and 
sorrow. Men in all ages had tried 
force, even the most saintly, but had 
failed utterly.

Holy Spirit would be the guide of all 
it@isons and daughters. He believed there 
w thousands in the city who would 
resgond, and gladly take up the cross 
lait upon them, and willingly sacrifice 
themselves, so that true and lasting peace 
might dwell in their land. 


PASTORAL LETTER 
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DR. MAGEEAN AND 
CLOUDS OF ILL-WILL 


_- > 


The Bishop of Down and Connor, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Mageean, in a pastoral 
letter to the clergy and laity, which was 
read in all the Catholic churches in Bel- 
fast yesterday, said :— 

“For weeks the dark clouds of ill-will 
and hatred have been closing down upon 
our city, and the storm has at last burst 
in all its intensity. In its train it is bring- 
ing the smoking ruins of happy homes, a 
heap of broken pags and an appalling 
sacrifice of human lives. 

“This is not the time to comment on 
the supineness of authority when the 
danger was threatening, or the inadequacy 
of the measures adopted to defend order 
in the face of lawlessness. It is not for 
us to judge those leaders and instigators 
who by their words and actions hastened 
and intensified the calamity, nor to assess 
the guilt of those whom they used as tools 
to carry out their counsels and commands. 
Our duty is to turn to Almighty God and 
implore of Him the divine gift of peace.” 


PEACE THROUGH CHARITY 


The bishop reminded the people of the 
subject of his Lenten Pastoral—Peace 
through Charity—and declared that love 
of one’s neighbours must not be lip-love 
only. 

‘‘I know well the sufferings that you 
and your families have undergone these 
last few weeks. You have borne them with 
heroic fortitude, with a patience and for- 
bearance that has excited the admiration 
and sympathy of your fellow-Catholics 
throughout Ireland and far beyond her 
shores. I know the constant effort made by 
the priests in the cause of peace, and I 
thank them sincerely. I have received 
letters from different parts, and I can 
assure you that many good people are 
storming Heaven with their prayers for 
you. God will not fail you. Continue to 
practise patience and forbearance ; continue 
your efforts to advance the cause of peace. 
You have endured great provocation, 
suffered great wrongs, but do not retaliate ; 
you have been driven from your homes, 
and your property has been consigned to 
the flames, but let there be no reprisals. 

“ The individual who would take it upon 
himself to avenge these injustices will be 
doing more harm to Catholics, and ‘to the 
cause of Catholicity, than all that has 
been inflicted upon you by the shootings 
and burnings and lootings and evictions 
that have occurred up to the present. I 
ask you to crush all bitterness out of your 
hearts do it for the love of God and’ love 
of Our Divine Redeemer. ‘Give offence to 
no man, Avoid all occasions of arousing 
animosity. Assist, when you can, in the 
maintenance of order, Do not impede by 
congregating in crowds at street corners 
and elsewhere the police and military in 


| the performance of their duties.

“ Before I conclude, I bear testimony 
with pleasure to the courage and vision

The Government describe Mr. Lloyd 
George’s proposals as ‘“‘broad  generalisa- 
tions,’’ and say that in certain instances they 
might aetually affect adversely. the progress, 
that has already been made towards national 
recovery. 

Points. from the Government's reply are :— 

The general purpose of Mr. Lloyd George s 
plans is the general purpose of the Govern- 
ment; but the question is, whether his 
methods are well conceived. 

The roposed Prosperity Loan of 
£250,000, would’ involve serious financial 
dislocation. and -would be deflationary in 
effect. Finance need be no obstacle to any 
sound and solid scheme. 

Mr. Lloyd George's estimate of possible 
reduction of unemployment are highly 
speculative. No real weight can be attached 
to them. i 

There are no details and no estimates in 
his public works proposals. It is a mis- 
conception to suppose that a vast quantity 
of hitherto undiscovered work, capable of 
giving employment to large numbers of 
people, lies waiting to be put in hand. 

r. Lloyd George’s agficultural peeneen™ 
are a hazardous and. uncertain adventure. 
They could be achieved, if at all, only at the 
cost of a great nye slag yp increase in 
the price of food; grave injury to Empire 
trade and relations; intensified difficulties for 
the export trades, and unemployment for the 
industrial population. 

Mr. Lloyd George seriously exaggerates the 
ossibilities of increasing the consumption of

MR. MCGILLIGAN AT 
WEXFORD MEETING

Addressing a U.I.P. meeting in Ferns, 
County Wexford, to-day, Mr. P, McGilligan, 
T.D., said that the Government are so much 
annoyed by criticism from the Opposition that 
they decided last week to close down an 
argument in the Dail, and public representa- 
tives are obliged to promulgate at meetings 
what they are not allowed to say in the chief 
deliberative assembly of the country... Mr. 
de Valera’ and the Minister for Agriculture 
admitted in the Dail that England is succeed- 
ing in collecting the annuities, and they 
declared that the Irish people must tighten 
their belts and last out the economic war, 
When. asked how long the situation is going 
to last, Mr. de Valera could only give the 
despairing reply: “I am sorry I see no way 
out.” The Government way ont ts to tax 
the bread, tea, sugar, and butter of the poor, 
and to waste the money in maintaining a war 
that is bringing the country to ‘bankruptcy. 
No statesnian would attempt to tax the com- 
modities of the table if he could get money 
otherwise. The fact that the Fianna Fail 
Jovernment can only get the same revenue 
from an incocme tax of 4s. 9d. in the & 
as Mr. Cosgrave’s Government got from a 
tax of 3s. 6d. shows that the people of the 
country are not. able to earn as much money 
to-day as under Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment. “We are told,” he said, “that 
this country is gasping for a Republic: 
a Republic can be declared to-morrow 
and there would not be one British 
soldier or sailor moved against it, but Mr, 
de Valera will not declare it. Ue prefers 
to sulk and to throw other people into the 
front line trenches of the economic war, It 
is doubtful if this country would suffer any- 
thing more economically. by declaring a 
Republic than they are suffering’ by the 
. + s - economic war.” 

General Mulcahy, T.D., said there was a 
danger that this generation will write in 
ignominy and discredit the end of the history 
of the Trish nation. It was time that the 
people of this country asked themselves what 
is wrong with the leadership that has brought 
the country to its present condition, The 
Fianna Fail leader parades at the grave of 
Wolfe Tone and at the G.P.O. and the 
voung people of this country are supposed to 
follow him with the same national enthusiasm 
as they showed for the Irish leaders of the 
past, though to-day the leaders sit. in the 
Government henches in the Dail safely away 
from the hattle-front. They will not go to 
London to face discussion there, because thev 
are afraid of losing some of their political 
reputation.

Three civil aeroplanes in a flight organised 
by Lady Heath met the Royal Mail steamer 
which had brought the remains from Holy- 
head, and formed an escort te the harbour, 
dipping in salute. | 

As the cortége passed up the main drive of 
the cemetery it was a few yards only from’ 
Harold's Cross church, where, as a ‘young’ 
man, A. K. was a worshipper, The present 
rector of the church, the Rey. C. C. W.. 
Duggan, conducted the Service, which was 
held at the. graveside. It was virtually the 
usual Church of Ireland Committal Service, 
but there were one or two differences. An 
unusual part was the reading of the lovely 
passage from Ecclesiastes, Chapter 44: 

‘““ Let us now praise famous men, and our 
fathers that begat us. ‘The Lord manifested 
in them great glory, even His mighty power 
from the beginning. Such as did bear rule in 
their kingdoms, and were men renewned for 
their power, giving counsel by their under- 
standing; such as have brought tidings in 
prophecies; leaders of the people by their 
counsels and by their Far Eó spe men of 
learning for the people; such as sought out 
musical tunes and set forth verses in writ- 
ing; rich men furnished with ability, living 
pe? in their habitations—all these were 

onoured in their generations, and were .a 
glory in their days. There be of them that 
have left a name behind them to declare 
their praises. And some there be which 
have no memorial, who are perished as 
though they had ndt been, and are become 
as if they had not been born; and their chil- 
dren after them. But these were men of 
mercy, whose righteous deeds have not bee, 
forgotten. With their seed shalf remain con- 
tinually a good inheritance; their children 
are within the covenants. Their seed standeth 
fast, and their children for their sakes. Their 
seed shall remain for ever, and their glory 
shall not be blotted out. Their bodies were 
buried in peace, and their name liveth to all 
generations. People will declare their 
wisdom, and the congregations telleth out 
their praise.”’ 


“WORDS OF THANKS ” 


Then, before the final prayers were said, 
Mr. Frank O'Connor, the novelist, spoke. 

“1 have been asked by. the Council of the 
Academy of Letters,’’, he said, ' to say a 
few words of farewell over the grave of our 
friend and associate, A.E., not to express 
your loss, because that would be an impossible 
thing, but merely to say, a few words of 
thanks—thanks for what this great man has 
been to us and has been to’our nation. | 
do so all the more readily because in my own 
person T can speak for the gratitude of two 
generations of young Irish writers who were 
indebted to A.E. for his encouragement and 
his “help. 

“There never was, as a friend of his has 
said, a literary man who was less given to 
envy, who was more generous. When the 
time comes to write A.ls.'s story I think this 
will be not the least service he has rendered 
to this nation of ours. 

“In other countries. he might have been 
buried with greater pomp, So distinguished 
a figure, so powerful an influence for good, 
would not have been laid ‘to rest without 
some signal mark of the nation’s gratitude 
and love. If there was a ‘cleavage between 
this great man and the arene he served so 
well and so unselfishly 1 would say it was 
neither to their discredit’ nor -to his. I 
serves to show us the place he filled. ‘The 
silence about his grave is his final justifica 
tion. 

‘Circumstances have ordained that “in 
Ireland the modes of life should be few and 
inadequate ; that the genius and sensibility. of 
our race have been directed into two main 
channels—religious and ever Although 
our religious and political identity have been 
safeguarded the consequence of that struggle 
with be with us for many a day. Now the 
greatest service A.E. rendered to Ireland was 
to help in the creation of new modes of life, 
to stand apart as a symbol of a more com. 
plete and comprehensive existence. 

“He was a man of the Renaissance type, 
of a type that was familiar all over Europe 
in the fourteenth century. He had, perhaps, 
its weaknesses as well as its virtues. He 
was a forerunner, a man in love with the 
future. . 

“JT think I am breaking no confidence 
when I say that two years before he knew 
that his time on this earth was “very short, 
he spoke to his friends, about death. I was 
struck by that attitude of his, that imvisible 
gaicty, his feeling that death would be a 
new field for thought; that there were new 
worlds to see: all that he had only ‘seen as 
symbols would be realised in actuality. 
"He might, if he had devoted himself to 
one art only, have been amongst the. verv 
greatest figures in the world; but if. he had 
done so, he would not have been A,E., and 
Ireland, and we, would be poorer for. that. 
Since his death, remembering what he stood 
for and what he stood against, I have 
thought frequently of the proud lines of ‘the 
old Arab poet: ‘He saw the lightning in the 
East and longed for the East; if it had been 
in the West, he would have longed for the 
West. but I, seeking onlv the lightning and 
its glorv, care nothing for the quarters of 
the earth.’ i 

“Here, then, we leave him, in the faith 
that all that we loved in him has been joined 
to the lightning and its glory forever.”

CROWD DISAPPOINTED AT 
POSTPONEMENT

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An amazing scene occurred at Wimbledon 
on Saturday, when hundreds of people, dis- 
appointed because one of the singles in the 
Davis Cup Inter-zone final between the United 
States and Germany was not put on, hurled 
cushions, paper bags and bottles into Court 
No. 1. Rain had interfered with the match, 
in which Donald Budge put America one up 
by defeating H. Henkel by 7-5, 11-9, 6-8, 6-1. 
Immediately the players left the court the 
rain came on once more, and the big tarpaulin 
cover was drawn across the ground. : 

In half an hour the rain ceased, but it was 
another thirty minutes beíore the cover was 
dragged off the court and the net cet up again; 
The linesmen came on, but there was no sign 
of either Gottfried von Crámm ór Willmer 
Allison. 

The crowd became impatient and repeatedly 
clapped their hands and shouted: “ We want 
Cramm; we want Cramm.” Mr. D. R. 
Larcombe, the secretary of the All-England 
Club, appeared, and made the announcement 
through the amplifier at the umpire’s chair 
that there would be no further play. 

The crowd shouted: “ Why not?” and Mr. 
Larcombe, with difficulty in making his voice 
heard above the din, said: “The referee has 
decided that it would be unfair, both to the 
United States and Germany, to make them 
start a match they could not finish. The von 
Cramm-Allison match will be played on 
Monday, the doubles on Tuesday, and the re- 
maining two singles on Wednesday.” 

When Mr. Larcombe began to walk off 
the court after making this announcement the 
people hooted, and then came the shower of 
missiles. Several bottles fell with a crash 
into the court, and people who have memories
